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Tokyo Meets The World 


Efforts are now escalating for the produc- 
tion of a major new show at Tokyo Disneyland, 
called "Meet the World." While most attrac- 
tions at TDL will be modeled after existing 
counterparts at Disneyland and Walt Disney 
World, "Meet the World" is a totally new 
show developed specifically for Tokyo, along 
with Japan 200 Theatre and Pinocchio's 
Daring Journey. 

This new show will deal with the study of 
Japan's encounters with the rest of the world 
and reflects the intrinsic Japanese values 
of patriotism and nationalism. "Meet the 
World" will be presented in a carousel 
theatre similar to "America Sings" and 
"The Carousel of Progress" with the important 
innovation that the audience will face the 
outside of the building, providing a much 
larger stage area with which our Imagineers 
can work.
